The governor pointed out 10,000,000 


people are dependent on cotton in the 
South and that the Long plan might 
have dire results if enacted into law. 


Only One Governor Favors 


Governor Sterling said he had con- 


ferred, directly or indirectly, Friday 
with the governors of all cotton grow- 
ing states and had found only one for 
the Long plan. He declined to name 
the 
governor 
who favored it. All 


other governors were for cotton acre- 
age reduction and conservation meas- 
ures. 


Governor Sterling said he talked to 


Governor Murray, of Oklahoma, Fri- 
day afternoon and Murray said Okla- 
homa was absolutely against the Long 
plan. At a mass meeting in one of 
the large Oklahoma cotton growing 
counties, only six of 600 farmers pres- 
ent favored the Long plan, Governor 
Sterling said Governor Murray report- 
ed to him. 


"The Southern states are looking to 


Texas for leadership to save the cot- 
ton Industry," Governor Sterling stat- 
ed. "I accept the challenge. I offer 
cotton acreage reduction and soil con- 
servation — nothing radical or danger- 
ous like the Long plan which would 
do far more harm than good. 


"Not only would the cotton farmer 


be directly affected adversely by adop- 
tion of the Long plan but ^t would 
greatly add to 
the unemployment 


problem in the cities of the South. It 
would cripple the port of New Or- 
leans and other ports through , which 
cotton is shipped. 
" I have not lost my equilibrium 


and there is no influence in Texas 
that can make me lose it. I am 
against the Long plan, but I do favor 
cotton acreage reduction legislation." 


The first blow struck at the Long 


plan came Friday when the house re- 
fused to instruct a special sub-com- 
mittee assigned to handle the cotton 
acreage control bills to report back 
two bills — one to • embody the Long 
plan and the other a cotton acreage 
reduction plan.

Wakefield were taking a load of hay 
from Chester to the Wakefield home, 
about five miles away, Gunn driving 
tile wagon and Wakefield sitting on 
the hay, Gunn did not miss his 
father-in-law until he arrived at the 
home, and thought 
Wakefield 
had 


dropped off and taken a shortcut 
through the mountains. 


When he did not appear Thursdry 


afternoon, the search began. Wake- 
field was widely known in the north- 
ern part of the county, where he had 
lived nearly all his life. He is sur- 
vived by six sons, two of whom took
